Relevant Disclosure 



There is a description on transposing the keys in page 2, line 5 from the 
bottom of lower right hand side column of the Japanese laid-open 
unexamined patent application publication JP1983-055986 which reads as 
follows* The reference numeral 16 is a transition key operated when 
transposing the key of the inputted song to, for example, the key of singing 
voice of a singer. By pressing the transposition key 16, a signal 
commanding the transposition of key is transmitted to CPU 5 through I/O 
port 17. In addition, transposition of the key of the inputted song to the key 
different from the original is performed by pressing any key on the keyboard 
apparatus 1 or by pressing the transposition key 16 after the designation of 
the main note (i.e. the note to be the base of scale) which is performed by 
inputting the key of the singer through microphone. (See the attached
